Charles H. Pearson, a Fellow of Oriel

On the stand In the Circuit Court 


room yesterday sat a queueless Chi- 
nese, thin of cheek and bowed ot 
shoulder. 
Beside.him In the witness 


box stood the crutches by the aid of 
which he had crawled to the court 
room. He talked in a scarcely audible 
voice and so weak was he that he could 
only with difficulty raise his hands for 
the emphatic' gestures which an Ori- 
ental needs to express himself properly. 


He was Tong Sing, the Chinese hack- 


driver who was a victim of the brutal 
assault and robbery on the Tantalus 
road on July 1st last. He had lingered 
between life and death for weeks after 
the robbery, with a broken leg and a 
fractured skull and had finally recov- 
ered to confront his assailant in court 
and tell the damning story that will 
mean a long term In the penitentiary 
for the man Kane. 


After hearing the tale told by the 


Chinese and that of witnesses who saw 
Tong Sing driving Kane up the Tanta- 
lus- road that Sunday morning, 
the 


prosecution submitted the case and as 
the defense had no testimony to offer, 
It was given to the Jury and In less

In his chair, his huge fihouldera squar- 
ed, chewing tobacco dalmly while hla 
victim told the story of the crime. He 
oll'ured no suggestions qs to his defense, 
Had nut a \vurd to say through It all 
and scarcely winked when the details 
of the brutal assault were gradually 
drawn from the prosecuting witness, 


Tone Sing told practically the same 


story he had gasped out to the officers 
the day of the robbery when he wao 
brought down from Tantalus with a 
broken leg and a seemingly fractured 
ekull, and waa thought to be close to 
death. He recited how he had driven 
Kdne up the Tantalus road that morn- 
Ing, the man telling him that he had 
some friends whom he wished to see. 
When they were near the summit of 
the mountain he had been told by Kane 
to stop for a moment. The native then 
left the carriage and went into a near- 
by gulch for a moment. Returning the 
Chinese noticed that Kane had some- 
thing large and bulky In his pocket- 
He drove on a ways and presently the 
man In the seat behind him drew a 
stone from his pocket and dtruck him 
heavily on the head twice. The second 
blow knocked him senseless and the 
next thing he knew he was lying- be- 
side the road tied by hla queue to a 
small sapling. His pockets had been 
rilled and his money was gone. When 
he attempted to rise he felt a terrible 
pain In one leg and couia scarcely 
move. The leg proved afterwards to 
be badly broken. With Infinite diffi- 
culty he managed to cut his queue off, 
thus releasing himself. Then painfully 
and by slow degrees he dragged himself 
down the road until he met some 
friendly Hawallans to whom he told In 
broken accents his story. They noti- 
fied the police and he waa taken to the 
station as rapidly as possible. This 
was the tale of the Chinese, and al- 
though for a couple of hours Attorney 
Gear cross-examined him he weakened 
not a whit, reiterating emphatically the 
details, 
identifying his assailant BO 


positively that there was no chance of 
a mistake.

Sheriff. Chtlllngworth told of 'feeing to 
the scene of the robbery and there 
finding the blood covered stone which 
Kane had used on his victim. This 
weapon he produced In court. He told 
also of the capture of the man as lie 
was driving a second time Tantalus- 
wards with another Chinese Jehu, 
seemingly bent on a repetition of his 
offense. Four witnesses, all of whom 
knew Kane very well, told of seeing 
him In Tong Sing's hack halfway up 
the mountain a short time before the 
robbery took place. Thus the web of 
evidence was woven about him, and 
satisfied, the prosecution rested. At- 
torney Gear had. little chancellor hlfl 
client.

before whom the case came up on a peti- 
tion for habeas corpus, decided that Lau 
Sam had no right in the Territory, as It 
was not proven that he was born here. 


In an opinion handed down yesterday 


Judge Estee went over the evidence in the 
case carefully.

The objects which our value! con-

government This government aa it 
stands is a .municipal system with en- 
larged povvecs. It looks alter streets, 
bridges, sewers, police, health, fires, 
sanitation and the like and doesiit effi- 
ciently and honestly; and amenable as 
it is to the terms of Legislative Ofpro- 
puation, it becomes the attentive ser- 
vitor of every town and district In the 
Haw alian group. Unless taxes are to 
be raifaed to a dangerous bight it can. 
in its broadly paternal way, provide 
more public utilities for the Islands 
than could be had from local taxation 
under cit> and county systems, the 
reat,on being that It has to deduct from 
the aggregate revenue only enough to 
support one set of officials while under 
the more complex government enough 
money would have to be taken out to 
support three sets. The Job-chasers 
who have the municipal movement In 
hand would not consent to take less. 
Naturally the more officials paid for 
out of the Treasury the less money will 
remain for Improvements, on the other 
hand the more limited the personnel 
and the sampler the methods of the Isl- 
and government the larger the sums 
available for public works.

After a session of sixteen days the 


Grand Jury completed its work yester- 
day by bringing indictments against 
the proprietors of the Walklkl Inn and 
the Hawaiian Hotel Annex for selling 
liquor on Sundays. These were the on- 
ly new Indictments brought and in its 
report, reciting the reasons for bring- 
ing the indictments the Jury complete- 
ly exonerates the Police Department 
from any connivance In the Illegal traf- 
fic. 


Concerning these Indictments also tbe 


Grand Jury says that as liberal treat- 
ment as possible should be extended to 
the proprietors of respectable hotels 
and., resorts. Finding- however that un- 
der a strict interpretation of the law 
the proprietors of the hotels have been 
guilty of illegal acts the Grand Jury 
finds it necessary to bring indictments. 


To th& conditions at Iwilel the report 


devotes considerable space, saying that 
while it is deplorable that such places 
should exist, as society is constituted 
at present they seem to be necessary 
evils and are under better control there 
than If allowed to scatter promiscuous- 
ly over the city. 


The condition of the Insane Asylum, 


the employment of minors In saloons, 
water front abuses, licenses of haclt 
drivers and the sale of alcohol by drug- 
gists are among the other matters con- 
sidered by the report. 


It was shortly before noon yesterday 


that the Grand Jury finished Its labors 
and came into court to present Its re- 
port. The trial of the native Kane was 
going on and Judge Sllliman was upon 
the bench, but he gave way to Judge 
Humphreys for a few moments to en- 
able him to receive the report and dls- 
charge the Jurymen. 


The report was read by Foreman 


Spalding and with It were presented 
the two indictments against the Wai- 
klki liquor sellers, the last to be found 
by the Jury. 


The report in full is as follows: •

by the Hawaiian Hotel Annex and Wai- 
tiki Inn, and we wave brought indict- 
ments against these places accordingly. 


We failed to find that police protection 


had be'en promised or guaranteed to these 
resorts although we made careful 
In- 


qiilry. 
The statement of Mr. H. N. Almy, with 


reference to the police, referred 
to in 


Your Honor's charge of August 8, 1900, 
.o this jury, was investigated, the wit- 
ness claiming a misunderstanding of his 
remarks, and. t'cstlmony was to the effect 
hat he used the word "authorities" and 
not "police." 


HOUSES OF PROSTITUTION AT 


IWILEI. 


There is a colony of flve buildings en- 


closed by a high board fence, located at 
.he Ewa Bide of Iwilel, owned by a local 
company. 
These buildings contain 226 


rooms and are at the present time occu- 
pied by 147 females, of which 135 are 
Fapanese. These Inmates are all register- 
ed under the Act to Mitigate, etc. The 
condition of the premises and general 
management, which Is conducted under 
the supervision of the Police Department 
and the Board of Health, Is as satisfac- 
tory as could1 bo expected, provided this 
shameless vocation must be tolerated as 
a necessary evil. 


The location of the place could not be 


improved upon, and the evils of prostitu- 
tion are now probably largely confined to 
this locality Instead of being distributed 
about the city. 
No evidence whatsoever was obtained 


tending to accuse the Police Department 
of extorting or receiving bribes or of 
abuse of their authority. 


Two other collections of buildings in- 


tended for prostitution purposes are In 
course of erectlpn at 
Iwilei containing 


about 100 rooms each. We recommend 
that the number of these instillations be 
strictly limited. 


An arrangement has 
been made by 


which the salary of a police officer at $75 
per month Is to be paid by the manage- 
ment of the above first named company, 
This is of very questionable propriety 
although the practice prevails in Hono- 
lulu of allowing certain places of public 
resort requiring special police protection, 
to bear the expense themselves. We learn 
upon investigation that the full control 
dismissal,and actual payment of salary 
"of such special officers Is In the hands ol 
the Police Department. 


We further recommend that the medi- 


cal examination required by the Act to 
Mitigate be made at Iwilel. 


EMFLOYMKNT OF MINORS IN SA- 


LOONS. 


We find that minors are BO employed Ii 


Honolulu, and we direct the attention of 
the Legislature to the subject. 


We do not find that liquor la being sold 


to minors In violation of tne law. 
ILLEGAL APPROPRIATION OF MON- 


EYS AND VALUABLES SEIZED IN 
POLICE RAIDS. 


No reliable evidence was presented to 


ug to show that Illegal acts of this na 
ture were committed by the police. 


The officer In charge of the squad mak- 
ng a raid personally takes charge of al" 
moneys and turns them In to the clerk a1 
:he police station, by whom they are helc 
as evidence, and In case of a conviction 
and forfeiture, such moneys are turned 
Into a fund to be used for detective pur 
poses under the control of the Sheriff. 


This custom seems to be of some an 


tiquity and although the amounts seized 
on raids were proven to be comparative 
ly Insignificant, we recommend a mor 
strict and businesslike accountability.

We find that two resort* at WalklW are 


operating under special licenses frota the 
Interior Department, a copy of which ac- 
companies, this report. 
These Hcenees 


were Issued 'by the Minister Of the Inte- 
rior with the concurrence of the Execu- 
tlve Council of the Republic of Hawaii, 
under ^he authority conferrea upon hind 
by the Act/to>Regulate the Sale of Spir- 
ituous .Liquor*1.. It will be noticed that 
the privilege is given llcencees of Belling 
liquors to guests and their friends, which 
certainly permits of a liberal Interpreta- 
tion. 


The subject of sales on Sundays under 


these licenses was not considered by the 
Executive Council, such sale being sub- 
ject to the provisions of section Z~> of the 
aforesaid Act to Regulate the Sale of 
Spirituous JLIquora, etc.. viz.: 


"Any 
holder of a license who shall sell 


or retail any spirituous liquor oc permit 
or suffer the sarnp to ha drunk In 
bouse or premises on Sunday, shall

ENFORCEMENT OF LAW.

Hawaii's stock of gold coin is grad- 


ually being drained away, and unless 
some measures are taken whereby the 
constant shipping away of bullion from 
the Islands is taken there will result 
an embarrassing financial stringency 
throughout the Islands. Since July 10th 
there 
have 
been exports of gold 


amounting to J228.988.32, while the Im- 
ports of gold during the same period 
have been practically nil. 
The principal cause of, the constant 
drainage 
has been the rule of the 


United States Government that all cus- 
toms and Internal revenue receipts 
must be sent to the States In bullion. 
Since the Islands became a Territory 
Collector General Stackable has sent to 
Washington the sum of J215.7S5.29, Col- 
lector Frick of the Internal Revenue 
Office sent $23,253.03, and Bishop & Co. 
have sent the sum of $60,000 to 
th°j 
States. 
With no large shipments of gold com- 
ing and no likelihood of there being any 
Importations large enough to make un 
for the drain which must constantly 
be going on under the rules of the Unit- 
ed States, the situation Is a serious One 
and the matter has been one which the 
financiers of the city have been stuely- 
ing for some time. 
When C. M. Cooke went to the States 


recently, one of the purposes of his trip 
was to make an effort to secure the 
aid of the Government at Washington 
to stop this constant drain of our bul- 
lion. 
His plan was thoroughly 
dis- 
cussed by the bankers and Government 
officers here. Briefly It Is as fo lows: 
He proposes to have a fund of gold 
placed on deposit in San 
Francisco 
that will be sufficient to pay all that 
may be doe at any period from the 
customs and internal 
revenue 
offices 
here to the Government. 
Instead of 


sending the cash to Washington, Col- 
lector Stackable would send his vouch- 
ers to the assistant treasury at San 
Francisco, and deposit the gold with 
the banks here. 
There Is always a 


large sum of gold due local banks fro n 
the banks in San Francisco for cargoes 
sent from the Islands to merchants In 
that city. By a simple method of ex- 
change between the local banks and 
those of San Francisco the Government 
could draw on the San Francisco banks, 
and these banks could In turn draw OT 
ihe banks of Honolulu. Thus the drain- 
age of gold from the Islands cou d be 
stopped almost entirely.

Result of Police Court Tria! of Wally 


Davis for Beating His 


Child, 


(From Wednesday's Daily ) 


As a result of disclosures In the 


Police Court early in the month of May, 
John Reilly, a negro, was indicted yes- 
terday by the Grand Jury for the crime 
of criminally assaulting Alice Davis, a 
fourteen-year-old girl, on Summer's Isl- 
and early in the spring. 


The story of the wrongs of the little 


child was one of the most unparalleled 
cruelty. She came Into court as the 
complainant against her foster father, 
Wally DavLs It appeared that for 
some time past she had been living on 
Summer Island with him and a Chinese 
and the negro, Reilly. She told how 
on more than one occasion the man 
Davis had stripped her of her clothing 
In the presence of the negro and the 
<nu"neae and had " 
' 
"~ 
beaten her cruelly 


with a strap. Subsequently the negro 
had assaulted the girl and Davis had 
him arrested for rape. When the\girl 
was brought Into court to tell of the 
matter she related the treatment she 
had received from Davis and he was 
arrested In turn. Doctors 
examined 


the child and found that she had been 
beaten until she was covered with 
marks from a strap. Davis was flnod 
flOO for his share In the 
disgraceful 


business, and the negro was held for 
rape. The indictment of the Grand 
Jury against the negro followed. 


The child has since the airing of the 


case been in the care of kindly people 
in this city. 


while In his opinion on office boldinc 
he asserted that no one who had not 
been a resident of the Islands for ut 
least a year could hold . fflce. Attorney 
General Dole has thla to say: 


"There la one very good reason why

officials only. While It would be nice to 
employ only active voters in public

George A. Davis ap- 
peared for the sailor who libelled the ves- 
sel for wages and S. M. Ballou for the 
captain and agents. The r^ae will con- 
tinue on Thursday. 


TRIAL, OP'MAYHEM CASE. 


The case of Kaapana, accused of may- 


hem, 
was on trial In the Circuit Court be- 


fore Judge Humphreys and a jury all day 
yoeterday. Kaapana is charged with bit- 
ing the nose of a neighbor while engaged 
In a fight in which the other was getting 
the best of it. The native who was the 
victim of the assault was in court with a 
bsndaged face. C. C. Bitting was defend- 
ing Kaapana and Deputy Attorney Gener- 
al Cathcart was prosecuting. The case 
wilt be concluded today. 


KANE IN COURT 


Kane pleaded not guilty yesterday to 


the charge of robbing a Chinese hack- 
dmer on the Tantalus road. The second 
indictment against him was attacked by 
hie attorney, George D. Gear, but Judge 
Humphreys overruled his motion to quash 
it and the defendant was forced to enter 
his plea. 
All through the hour or more of argu- 


ment the defendant stood, straight as an 
arrow, motionless as a statue, in the mld- 
dlfi of the court room floor. He hardly 
bore the appearance of the hardened 
criminal he is reported to be. He has a 
bad record, the police say, having been 
released from Oahu prison but a short 
time before th<? Tantalus outrage took 
piece.

b( U B McClanahan in tne trial of the 
:. u.lister Drug Company for selling al- 
dtol to others than 
physicians. It 


A .,L'd appear that by act of Congress j 
t!,e sale of Itquor throughout the Ter- 
ritory is absolutely prohibited. 


Mr McClanahan said that by Section 


35 of the Organic Act it is provided: 


Nor shall spirituous or intoxicating 
iquors be sold except under such regu- 
lations as the Territorial legislature 
shall provide." As yet no legislature 
has been summoned in Haw all and con- 
sequently by the plain reading of the 
act the sale of spirituous liquors is un- 
lawful in the Islands until the Legisla- 
ture meets and passes such a law. 


On the face of the law it would ap- 


pear that Mr. McClanahan is entirely 
right in his contention, but as it IB not 
to be supposed that Congress Intended 
to prohibit the sale of liquor If the 
matter la taken into the higher courts 
It will undoubtedly be decided that the 
old laws are in force until the Legisla- 
ture takes action. 


Mr. McClanahan moved for the dis- 


charge of the' company on the ground 
that the Organic Act had repealed ^the 
section of the law under 
which 'the 


prosecution was brought, but Judge 
WIlcox decided that it was still in force 
and declined to discharge tne company. 
Mr. McClanahan then moved lor the 
discharge 
of the 
company on the 


ground that it had not been properly 
named In the complaint, being called 
Hollister & Company instead of the 
jltollister Drug Company, and this mo- 
tion was granted. 


The firm of Benson, Smith & Com- 


pany was not so lucky. A. G. M. Rob- 
ertson appeared for it. He, contended 
that the old license for the sale of 
methylated spirits now applied to alco- 
hol, 
for such was the plain Intent of 


Congress in passing the act repealing 
the olu law. 


George W. Smith 
appeared on the 


stand in behalf of his firm and stated 
that he had been accustomed ever since 
June 14tb to sell pure alcohol to any 
one who wished it. He added that the 
methylated spirits was really a poison 
and that it would be much better to sell 
the pure article than that which had 
been rectified. The sale of methylated 
spirits, Mr. Smith stated, was scarcely 
known In the United States or Canada. 


There is no officer here now who can 


rectify alcohol, and Mr. Robertson con- 
tended that a drug firm could not be 
compelled to take out a license as a 
rectifier. He referred to the statute al- 
lowing the sale of alcohol to physicians 
and to no other as unconstitutional, as 
a private individual had as much right 
to purchase It as any physician, and it 
was an Infringement on his private 
rights to forbid it. 


Sheriff Brown 
for the 
prosecution 


held that the local law was still in 
force and while It might work a hard- 
ship that had no effect on Its opera- 
tion. WIlcox held that there had been 
a clear violation of the law and found 
the company guilty and fined It $23. 


The case \vlll be appealed and the 


matter will In all likelihood have lo be 
decided by the Supreme Court before it 
Is allowed to rest, for If one firm is 
guilty, all are In the same boat and the 
drug firms will fight It to the last ditch 
without doubt.

Hawaii, as It now stands, as a government, la an organized Territory of the 


United States 
It has Its organic law, and in that law it la clearly laid down as 


follows to wit. 
' 
"That a delegate to the House of Representatives of the United States to serve 


during each Congress shall be elected by the voters qualified to vote for mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives of the Legislature, such delegate shall pos- 
sess qualifications necessary for membership of the Senate of the Legislature of 
Hawaii. The times, places and manner of holding elections shall be as fixed by 
law 
The person having the greatest number of votes shall be declared by the 


Governor duly elected, and a certificate shall be given accordingly. Every such 
dflegate shall have a seat In the House of Representatives, with the right of de- 
bate, but not of votlr)g."-(Sectlon 88, "An Act to Provide a Government for the 
Territory of Hawaii.") 
Times, places and manner of holding elections to elect the Hawaiian delegate 


to the United States Congress shall be fixed by law. What law? Not the election 
laws which are only good for the election of our local representatives In the 
local Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii. It must then be understood that 
the law required by the above section of the "Territorial Law of Hawaii1 Is a 
law to be passed and fixed by the first legislature of the Territory, to bo held on 
the third Wednesday In February next (Itfll).
